The Panama Canal will be 
finished on Decamber 1, 1913. 
This information was given to 
President Taft last week while 
he was inspecting the famous 
Gustum dam. on which he 
spent several hours. The of- 
ficial date of the opening re- 
mains January 1, 1915, 
Lieut-Colonel Goethals d 
sires one year in which 
train the canal tenders and 
get the machinery working 
smoothly.

Final estimates of the crop 
reporting board are taat the 
yield per acre of this year's 
Kentucky tobacco crop was 
810 pounds, compared with 
5 pounds last year and 833 
mads, an average yield for 

The total production of to- 
bacco in the State is estimated 
381,024,000 pounds com- 
pared to 350, 700, 000 pounds in 
1909. 

The quality of tnis year's 
crop is 8o per cent, compared 
with 87 last year.; 

The Kentucky corn crop's 
yield was 28.0 bushels per 
this year against 29 
bushels last year and 2ii.7 
bushels, the ten-year average.
